Herewith I have the honor to forward you tables embodying the Vital 
Statistics of this Colony for the year 1872, and beg to submit the following Report 
thereon. 

. Some little difficulty may be experienced in comparing the present returns 
with those of previous years owing to alterations in the names and boundaries of 
the Registration Districts which were effected at the end of the year 1871. 

Descriptions of the existing districts will be found detailed in the Government 
Gazette of the 29th December, 1871, pages 1869 e7 seq. 

The alterations were not in general of any great importance, the most 
material being the subdivision of the Brisbane District, by taking the country south 
and east of the Logan and its main tributaries, and forming it into a new district 
called the “Logan;” and the subdivision of the old Wide Bay District into two, 
the one having its head quarters at Gympie, the other at Maryborough. 


The following shows more fully all the changes that were made :— 


Burke.—Name changed to “ Norman.” 

Peak Downs.—Name changed to ‘‘ Clermont.” 

Drayton and Toowoomba.—Name changed to “ Toowoomba.” 

Tambo.—Name changed to “ Mitchell.” 

Dalrymple.—New district created—taken from within the old boundaries of Townsville, but as the country 
included in it was, in 1871, almost wholly unsettled, the effect on Townsville returns for 1872 would be almost 


SeNalss: 

Ravenswood.—New district created—taken partly from Townsville and partly from Bowen. District is of 
comparative sinall area, and was constituted to meet the requirements of the population settled there owing to the gold 
discoveries in the latter part of 1871. 

Gympie.—New district created—Takes away about half the old district of Wide Bay, or Maryborough, 
reduces the returns from latter district in number more than 50 per cent. 
eh ian ai remaining portion of the old Wide Bay District after deducting Gympie. See previous 
remarks. 
“Loqun.—New district created—Taken from the Brisbane District, reduces Brisbane about 10 per cent. 
Nebo.—District abolished. Merged in St. Lawrence. 
Princhester.—District abolished. Merged into Rockhampton. 
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Whilst on the subject of the boundaries of districts, it may not be out of 
place to suggest that the present territorial division of the Colony, for various 
purposes, is most unsatisfactory, from its utter confusion and ‘want of system. A 
state of things which appears to have been inherited froth England, and the incon- 
venience of which will, in the progress of time, become every day more and more 
severely felt. 

In the Report of the English Census Commissioners on the Census of 1871, 
occurs the following passage :—“ It is a peculiarity of the administration of this 
*‘ country that nearly every public authority divides the country differently, and with 
** little or no reference to other divisions. Hach authority appears to be unacquainted 
“‘ with the existence, or at least the work, of the others.” And the English Census 
Commissioners proceed to verify this complaint by explanatory statements not 
necessary to be quoted here, and to dwell on the evil results. 

But in this Colony the same complaint may be made in almost the same 
words, for we have Electoral Districts, Settled and Unsettled Districts, Pastoral 
Districts, Sheep Districts, Census Districts, Registration Districts, Police Districts, 
Municipalities, and, nominally, counties and parishes, all playing at cross purposes 
with each other, and incapable of being measured by, or reducible to, any common 
standard. 

When ‘“ The Crown Lands Act of 1868’’ was passed there seemed to be an 
intention of an approach to a more uniform classification, which has, however, not 
been carried out, as the boundaries of counties and parishes intended as units of 
area are still, almost without exception, unproclaimed, and, in a large number of cases, 
uncertain, and with shifting boundaries. 

It would, surely, be possible to begin by dividing the colony into provinces, 
the provinces into districts, districts into counties, counties into parishes, townships, 
or municipalities, and, if necessary, parishes into hundreds; all with specified and 
ascertained boundaries, and all susceptible of subdivision or re-arrangement when 
found necessary, and these different subdivisions might, at any time, be grouped for 
Electoral, Police, Registration, or any other special purpose, but still adhering to 
fixed main boundary lines to which all could be referred. 

This idea of general uniform boundaries is not put forward, by any means, as 
an original one, for it appears to obtain more or less in almost all the countries of 
Europe with the exception of England. 

Taking Imperial France as an example, we find “The whole country was 
** divided for administration purposes into departments, the departments into arron- 
‘** disements, the arrondisements into cantons, and the cantons into communes.” 

The communes being the lowest administrative unit with its own little local 
government ; and, indeed, the commune as the base unit appears to obtain throughout 
Europe, being represented to a certain extent in England by the hundred. 

In the United States of North America a system of subdivision and 
graduation appears to be adopted, at least as good, although not identical’ in its details 
with the European ones, and it certainly would seem but reasonable that a young 
and growing country, with a large extent of territory such as Queensland is, should, 
in its infancy, adopt an organisation suitable for its small beginnings, and capable 
of expanding with its growth. 

Returning to the subject of the appended tables, these, although. arranged 
mainly on the same system as that hitherto adopted, have been somewhat condensed 
and arranged with a view of reducing their bulk, and at the same time facilitating 
reference. 

A. general Index precedes the tables, and the latter are, as in previous years, 
arranged in two principal divisions. Appendix A comprising statistics of the 
population, and appendix B the meteorological results. 


Commencing with the first division :— 


POPULATION. 


Table No. 1 consists of the usual synopsis of the principal Vital Statistics of 
the Colony by successive years from its commencement to the end of 1872. 

The estimated population on the 31st December, 1871, according to the last 
Report on Vital Statistics, numbered 125,146, of which 74,622 were males and 50,524 
females or very nearly 60 and 40 per cent. respectively.

From the present returns it appears that the estimated population on the 31st 
December, 1872, was 133,553, of which there were 79,618 males, and 538,935 
females, or 59°6 per cent. against 40°4 per cent. very nearly, showing a very slight 
diminution in favor of the females of the comparative ratio between the sexes.

And comparing these returns with those for the preceding year already alluded to 
it appears that the total increase to the population during the year 1872, amounts 
to 8,407, or at the rate of 6°7 per cent. on the estimated population at the end of 
1871, and of which 4,995 were males, and 3,412 females, or in the respective pro- 
portions of 60 and 40 per cent. 

But this increase is owing to two causes—the one, immigration exceeding 
emigration; the other, births exceeding deaths. 

The immigration returns hardly belong to Vital Statistics proper, and it may 
be stated for the information of those interested in the subject, that particulars are 
to be found in the General Statistics for 1872 already published, Part I. 

It may, however, be stated here that the ratio of increase during the year 
attributable to immigration is about 4°06 per cent. on the estimated total at the end 
of last year, as against 2°7 per cent from the natural increase of births over deaths. 

‘The proportion between the sexes of increase by immigration is 71 per cent. 
of males to 29 per cent. females nearly, whilst the increase by births gives 41°5 per 
cent. males as against 58°5 per cent. females. This calculation to a certain extent 
tends to mislead, as the total deaths debited entirely to the total births undoubtedly 
included a not unimportant number of those reckoned in the increase of immigrants 
over emigrants. 

Further, that the immigration of Polynesians as against their emigration has 
been so nearly balanced that the difference, an increase of about 15, is not worth 
noticing. 

It is of more importance to state that owing to the tin discoveries on the 
border of this colony and New South Wales it is probable that the population has 
been increased by immigration over the boundary by from 1,000 to 2,000 persons, 
but the utter absence of returns on this point readers it impossible to introduce this 
element into the calculation of numbers of the population. 

In table II, Appendix, will be found a statement of the totals of births, 
marriages, and deaths in the year, and the estimated population at the commence- 
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ment, mean, and end of the year. As the estimated mean population of the year is 
the basis used for many calculations, it may be as well here to quote it, viz., 77 ,120 
males, as against 52,229 females, in all 129,349 persons ; the ratio of the sexes being 
very nearly 3 males to 2 females. J 

Coming now more specially to the Vital Statistics proper, the first considera- 
tion will naturally be given to 

BIRTHS. 

The total number of births registered in 1872 was 5,265, consisting of 2,620 
malcs and 2,645 females, a total increase over the births of the year 1871 of only 60, 
and showing a birth-rate of 40°7 per 1,000 of the estimated total mean population, 
a high rate as compared with that of the British Islands, and even comparing 
favorably with that of any of the other Australian Colonies, but showing a consider- 
able falling off in the apparent birth-rate for 1871. 

In table No. ITI. will be found the number of births in each quarter of the 
year by districts and by sexes. : 

It may be noted that the numbers vary with the quarters similarly to those 
for 1871, the first quarter being lowest, each quarter being higher than the one 
immediately preceding, and the greatest difference being between the Ist and 2nd 

uarter.

COMPARATIVE PROPORTION OF SEXES. 


As a general rule throughout the World, the proportion of males born slightly 
exceeds that of females, and the ratio is remarkably uniform. 


This rule has been borne out by the returns in this Colony from its commence- 
ment, with but one previous exception, viz., in 1868, but for the year 1872, the 
number of female births exceeded the males, and which is more extraordinary, whilst 
the total number of male births reported is less by 65 than those in 1871, the similar 
number of female births shows an increase of 125. 


This apparent violation of a well established universal law presents a problem, 
the solution of which is not obvious, as the returns have been very carefully checked 
in several ways, and a comparison of the districts in detail, confirms the result even 
in the Brisbane District, numerically the most important of all. 


The gross number of births recorded was 5,265, consisting of 2,620 males, and 
2,645 females, being in the centesimal proportions of 49°76 males to 50°24 females, 
or 100°95 females to 100 males. 


The following table gives the centesimal proportion annually from 1866, of 
female to male births, but owing to the division in 1872 of the Metropolitan District, 
the calculations for that year are twofold, one for the purpose of comparison with 
past years, disregarding such division, the other treating the Brisbane District in its 
limited extent, with a view to future reports.

There was also one extraordinary case of a quartette, but of which all the 
children died within 48 hours. There were not any triplet births.

ILLEGITIMATE BIRTHS. 


There were 154 births registered as illegitimate, of which 59 were in the 
Brisbane District, and 95 in the country. 

This gives a centesimal rate of 2-9 compared with all births for the whole 
Colony, nearly 4:2 for the Brisbane District, and 2°04 for the country districts 
generally, as against 4°03 and less than 2:0 for the Brisbane and country districts 
respectively, in 1871. 

These figures, although showing an increase, still compare favorably with 
other countries, and even with the other Australian Colonies. 


MARRIAGES. 


Table No. IV. in Appendix, shows the number of marriages registered during 
1872, detailed by districts and denominations. 

The total, 1,125, presents an increase over the marriages recorded in 1871 of 
155, or nearly 16 per cent. 

This increase indicates an important advance in the general prosperity of the 
Colony, the more so as the centesimal increase of the population was only 6°72.

Nearly all the denominations show an increase, the Lutherans having the 
heaviest material one of nearly 50 per cent. ; the Roman Catholics, nearly 25 per 
cent.; and the Presbyterian, over 21 per cent. The Church of England was nearly 
stationary, and the other denominations an average increase of about 10 per cent., 
although in some cases the numbers were so small that centesimal calculations would 
only mislead. 

Marriages by District Registrars increased about 11 per cent. 


In table V. will be found detailed the nationalities of the various husbands 
and wives. 

England still furnishes the highest number of husbands, and Ireland of 
wives; Germany comes next with both, then Scotland; then New South Wales, 
with nearly equal numbers ; then Queensland, supplying three brides to one groom, 
and afterwards a small crowd of other countries with comparatively unimportant 
numbers. 

One marriage was celebrated between two aboriginals, by a clergyman who 
must have been slightly hoaxed, unless he tried to make a poor joke of the return 
required by law, which it can hardly be supposed he would. The bridegroom was 
described as born in the North of Queensland, son of Jacky Grafton and Mary Anne 
Tablum. He was evidently a New England native, and the names of New England 
towns were given as those of his parents, whom he had probably forgotten. The 
bride was twelve years of age, but she did not pretend to know who her parents had 
been, or what had become of them. 

Nine Chinese men married natives of the British Islands, viz.,5 English; 1 
Scotch ; 3 Irish. 

Five Polynesians married English brides, and it is believed took them away 
to island life. 

Table No. VI., Appendix, shows the ages of husbands and wives respectively, 
and although the total numbers are larger, the proportionate distribution of numbers 
to ages is so nearly the same, that the observations on the subject in the report of 
1871, might be repeated verbatim for 1872. 

Two girls married under 15 (independently of the aboriginal aged 12 already 
referred to), the youngest husband was over 17 ; the women marry most at ages from 
16 to 30, the favorite age of all being 21; whilst the men, though not commencing 
so early, take a wider sweep from 21 to 40, the highest number being at 28. There 
were married as minors, 21 males and 330 females, or 1°86 and 29°33 per cent., 
respectively, of the totals of each sex married. ; 
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The following table shows the social condition of persons married in 1872, 
and the proportion of each class to the total number of marriages.

DEATHS. 

The remaining tables in Appendix A relate to this subject. 

The total number of deaths registered in 1872 was 1,936, of which 1,238 
were males, and 698 females. 

This is an absolute increase of 141 over the deaths of 1871, and a centesimal 
increase of very nearly 8°19, and compared with the estimated mean population it 
gives a total death rate of nearly 1:50 per cent., as against 1°48 in 1871. 

Table VII. gives the total deaths registered in 1872, detailed by districts, by 
quarters, and sexes, and showing the increase or decrease in each district over those 
of the preceding year. 

The highest mortality appears to have obtained in the first and third quarters, 
the lowest in the second and fourth.

The loss of life amongst children is one of the most important, and at the 
same time most painful, points in the Death Statistics of this Colony ; important as 
a measure of the comparative health and strength of the future population, and 
painful from the heavy rates that obtain. 

Table No. VIII. in Appendix shows the absolutesnumber of deaths under 
two and five years respectively in the several Registration Districts, and by sexes; 
and the following table gives further details, particularly as to the deaths under 
twelve months, distinguishing between the Brisbane and Country Districts, and 
showing the several centesimal rates compared with the totals of mortality.

From these tables it appears that of the total deaths throughout the Colony, 
1,936, there were 892 or over 46 per cent. under five years of age, 756 or over 39 
per cent. under two, and 578 or 29°85 per cent. under one year. 

These numbers are seriously if not alarmingly high, although not presenting 
any very noticeable variation from similar ones in previous returns, ° 

These high rates are no doubt rendered higher in the calculation, from the 
fact of the comparative youth of the average population, old age asa cause of death 
figuring largely in longer settled communities, but as yet obtaining very little here ; 
or, putting it otherwise, the bulk of the population having lived through the dangers 
of childhood have not yet arrived at those attending the decline of life. 

Taking for example the Gympie District in which the, proportion. of deaths 
under five was over 77: per cent. of the total, it would seem on the one hand that 
some special local causes rendered the district extremely unhealthy, but, on the other, 
it may be argued that the real cause of the disproportion was an exceptionally small 
number of deaths at more advanced ages. 

But even giving full weight to this argument the high percentage of infant 
deaths which has obtained throughout the history of the Colony demands more than 
a passing inquiry into its causes, and the subject is one well worthy of investigation 
at the hands of the medical profession. 
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‘ The following table shows the rates which have obtained for the whole Colony 
in each year from 1860 downwards, and from which it appears that the highest rate 
was 55:1 in 1865, and the general average rate 47°16 :—

With regard tothe relative infant mortality of the most important districts, it 
may be noted that whilst Gympie is the worst, Maryborough, from which it was 
separated, has fallen from over 48 per cent. in 1871, to 40°24. Brisbane has risen 
from 49°5 to 52°4, whilst the Logan, formerly a portion of it, shows 55°81. Ipswich, 
although not as in 1871 at the head of the list, gives 53°41. Toowoomba, which 
should be a healthy district, is nearly 58°; whilst Rockhampton only gives 50°. 


NATIONALITIES. 

Table No. IX. gives, as far as possible, the Nationalities of those who died 
in the several districts. ; 

By far the largest number were returned as natives of Queensland, and then, 
as might be expected, those from the United Kingdom. 

The Chinese and Polynesian deaths, though not so numerous as in 1871, still 
figure high ; and it may be noted that one-third of the total deaths in the Ravenswood 
District were Chinese, whilst in the Maryborough District, nearly one-fifth were 
Polynesians. 

Table No. X. is an attempt to classify the occupations of those whose deaths 
were registered ; but more than one-half of them being under fifteen years of age, are 
only described as children. 


PROPORTION OF DEATHS TO SEXES. 

The disproportion between the sexes is greater in the deaths than in the 
estimated population, and the proportions have altered but little from those of 1871, 
the population showing, as already observed, a ratio of nearly three males to two 
females, but the deaths were in the proportion of 100 males to 56 females.

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CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The mass of tables on this subject that for some years past has swelled the 
Appendix, appeared to be so unnecessarily diffuse, especially as to the districts in 
which the population is comparatively small, that I have thought fit to compress 
the information into a smaller compass, and reduce the number of tables to four, 
viz., from XI. to XIV. in the Appendix. 

These, from their size, may appear at the first glance to be cumbersome, but, 
on examination, it will be seen that as much information is given as in former 
years, and it is hoped in a shape more convenient for reference. 

Table No. XI. shows the causes of deaths of males and females throughout 
the Colony, duly classified, detailed by months on the left of the causes, and by ages 
on the right. 

Table XII. details the deaths of males only by Registration Districts and by 
ages. Table XIII. isa similar table as to females, and XIV., as to both sexes 
together. ‘ 
Causes against which there were no returns have been omitted from these 
tables, but at the end of this Report will be found the entire scheme of classification, 
being that generally adopted from the English one. 

Table No. XV. shows the causes of death in order of numbers. 

The following table contrasts the centesimal rates of the various causes of 
death as compared with the total deaths in each year, from 1864 to 1872, and the 
results seem to confirm the suggestion made in the last similar report as to a gradual 
change in the comparative effect of the various causes of death.

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“‘Zymotic” diseases continue to decrease, particularly in the “ Miasmatic”’ 
order, a decrease all the more satisfactory from its steady progression, 

“Constitutional” diseases show very nearly the same rates as in 1871, but 
this class is an important one, as it includes phthisis, the heaviest cause but one 
amongst all the deaths registered in the Colony. 

“Local diseases’? do not present any increase as in previous years, although 
the di ference from the rates of 1871 is on the whole but slight. In this class the 
most important order, “Diseases of the Nervous System,’’ still figures largely, 
thoug 1 with a small decrease, whilst diseases of the respiratory and digestive organs 
respec tively, show an increase. 

“Developmental”’ diseases present a decided increase, particularly in the 1st 
and 4h orders, both devoted to children. 

Deaths from violence again show an increase, averaging 11:4 per cent. of the 
total deaths. 

The following table gives the centesimal rates of the various causes for the 
Brisbane District only, and contrasted with the rates for the whole Colony presents 
differences of importance on some points, although not altogether what might have 
been anticipated, considering the opportunity and advantages which diseases should 
enjoy in the City of Brisbane owing to overcrowding, filth, and general neglect 
of hygienic precautions in the face of periodical extreme wet, and extreme heat, not 
always but often combined.

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Perhaps, however, the harvest is not yet ripe, and the retribution, when it 
does come in the shape of some epidemic, will be all the more severe. 

To go into particulars in the Brisbane District, the rate of “Zymotic” 
diseases, and notably that of the “ Miasmatic” order, is below the general rate, 

How this can be with the foetid stagnant gutters in the front of the houses, 
and equally filthy back premises that are so abundant in Brisbane, is difficult to 
believe, far more so to explain; but it may arise from inaccurate or imperfect 
statements of the causes of death. 

In * Constitutional ” diseases the rate in Brisbane is comparatively excessive, 
particularly in the 2nd order, “'Tubercular,”’ amounting to 12°88 per cent. against 
the general rate, 8°78. 

In the third class, local diseases, although the total rate is slightly below the 
general average, the 1st order, “Diseases of the Nervous System,”’ is far above it ; 
but diseases of the respiratory and digestive organs are comparatively low. 

“Development” diseases are heavier again on the whole, but particularly in 
the order of ‘diseases of nutrition.” 

Under this head, and the vague and unsatisfactory specifications of “ atrophy ” 
and “ debility,” nearly twelve per cent. of the total deaths in the Brisbane District, 
and almost all infants, are returned. 

If this state of things be natural, it points to a low degree of vital power in 
children born here, but there is some reason to apprehend that many of these deaths 
are preventable—that atrophy and debility, though the immediate causes of death, 
are themselves the result of starvation and neglect, in some cases from ignorance, or 
perhaps want, but in some from design. 

Examining the causes of death individually, some points worthy of notice 
occur. ; 
In 1871 there were deaths reported from the following causes which do not 
appear in 1872, viz., cystitis, 6; lightning, 5; concussion of brain, 4; diabetes, 2 ; 
worms, 1; nephritis, or Bright’s disease, 1; gout, 1; and several others of minor 
importance: but these missing diseases have been replaced by others, one of which 
deserves attention, viz., scarlatina, with 5 cases in Ipswich, 4 in Brisbane, and 
8 elsewhere. Violent deaths form a very important class on account of their 
number and variety. 

They average 11°41 of the total deaths, a considerable increase over 1871, in 
which year the rate was only 10°53, but, as observed in previous years, the relative 
number of the sexes that suffered these deaths is very disproportionate—amongst 
the males, 192, or 15°51 per cent., were from violence; but of the females, only 29, 
or 4°15 per cent. 

Drowning is the heaviest of these causes, accounting for 61 males and 9 
females, very nearly the same numbers as in 1871. 

Injuries produced by falls or kicks from horses, or by drays, figure rather 
heavily. 

Sunstroke is reported of 7 males and 1 female; whilst alcoholism, otherwise 
classed, but sometimes confounded with sunstroke, and perhaps as truly a violent 
death, shows 18 males and 3 females. 

Snakebite only returns 1 case; but reptiles, perhaps more formidable than 
snakes, are to be found in the north of the Colony, and one man was killed by an 
alligator. ‘ 
Death by lightning, as already noticed, is conspicuous by its absence from the 
year’s returns. 

Poison by accident gives 8 cases, viz., 5 males and 3 females, of which 2 
appeared to have been children poisoned by matches, and 3 cases were attributable 
to overdose of narcotic medicine. 

Murder figures rather largely, with 27 males, and in all but one case at the 
hands of aboriginals; but these numbers were swelled by the shipwreck on the 
coast, of a small vessel, the ‘“ Maria,” on a voyage of discovery, or adventure, to 
New Guinea; of her crew or passengers 10 were killed, although, unfortunately, 
the returns were very imperfect, and it is by no means certain that all were 
accounted for. 

One novelty occurs in the causes of death, viz., steam-boiler explosions, one 
of which killed 8 men, and another 1 man, besides minor injuries to others. 
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Boilers on board steamships are usually in the hands of competent engineers, 
are periodically examined as to their condition, and are under other restrictions 
with a view to public safety, but there is no safeguard provided by law with regard 
to boilers on land. 

Putting out of the question locomotive engines, which may be presumed to 
be properly looked after and carefully worked, the number of steam-engines on 
land in the Colony employed in various ways, such as on farms and stations, on 
gold fields, and in saw-mills, is already considerable and may be expected continually 
to increase. 

There are more nearly 300 than 200 steam-engines returned in the General 
Statistics for the year as at work in various parts of the Colony, which number is 
probably less than the actual total, and, considering the fearful results likely to 
be produced by the explosion of even a small boiler, public safety demands some 
legislation to insure the continual safe condition and careful working of such 
formidable, though valuable, instruments. 


BIRTHS COMPARED WITH DEATHS. 


The births in 1873 exceeded the deaths by 3,329, giving a centesimal rate of 
increase on the estimated population at the end of the preceding year of 2°66, as 
against 2°96 in 1871 and 1870, the total increase from this cause being actually less 
in 1872 than in 1871 by 91, notwithstanding the continual increase in the absolute 
number of the population. 

The subjoined table contrasts the births with the deaths in the various 
districts of the Colony, and it will be observed that in three districts only, viz., 
Cardwell, Gilberton, and North Warrego, did the deaths exceed the births—a result 
not to be wondered at in those districts,,where the disproportion of the sexes is 
exceptionally great, and in the case of Cardwell, the numbers of deaths being 
swelled by the ‘‘ Maria’? murders before alluded to.

REPORT 


METHOROLOGICAL OBSERVER 


FOR THE YEAR 1872. 


Sir, 
The year 1872 has not been marked by any special .meteorological occurrences ; on the contrary » it has 
been unusually free from extremes. The rainfall has been about the average, and, except in a few distant places, 
neither drought nor floods have been felt. 


TEMPERATURE. 


The observations taken during the year at the head station at Brisbane show a singular absence of storms, 
floods, extremes or sudden varieties of temperature. During the summer months, on one oceasion only, did the 
temperature in shade reach 96 degrees, and during winter freezing was but twice recorded. The average daily 
variation of temperature in shade, taken for every day in the year, was 19°5 degrees, showing a reduction of 2°1 
degrees from the average of the year 1871. 

During the past five years a moderate but regular reduction in the diurnal heat of Brisbane has taken 
place. Each year over eleven hundred special thermometrie observations in shade are taken, to arrive at this 
fact. The following table will show the exact change :—

This reduction, although apparently trifling, is really of considerable importance, showing that a steady change 
was in progress. It is to be hoped it may be continued; but the probability is that we are passing through a 
cycle of temperature, and may look for still further reduction, or an increase for some years to come. From my 
knowledge of the climate for the past thirteen years, I fear the latter is likely to occur. 

It is much to be desired that reliable information as to the effect’ on the health of the public, caused by 
changes of weather, could be obtained. To the student such a report would be highly interesting, and to the 
physician afford a knowledge of, and a means of preparing for, and guarding against, the disastrous results arising 
from such causes, under which many have succumbed. In Hobart Town a regular monthly report of this kind is 
prepared by Dr. S. Hall, which is of great benefit and exceedingly interesting. 

Believing that it is only by comparison a knowledge of climate is to be obtained, I have taken every avail- 
able opportunity of placing before the public the means of contrasting the information obtained at various periods : 
thus, in the monthly summary published in the Government Gazette of the observations taken at Brisbane, the 
results obtained during the corresponding months for eleven years previous are shown of the following, viz. :— 
Mean shade temperature of month ; amount of rainfall, and number of days rain fell ; the amount of evaporation ; 
the number of positive and negative electrical observations ; and the direction of the prevailing winds. 


RAINFALL. 


The rainfall throughout the colony has not been far from the average, with the few exceptions alluded to. 
At several of the stations in the north the rainfall has been heavy, but not excessive, when the locality of the station 
is considered. 

The greatest amount of rainfall during the year was at the Lower Herbert River, lat. 18° 25’, long. 146° 5’, 
within ten miles of the coast. The total reached 100°12 inches for the year, having fallen on 136 days. In January 
35°76 inches fell in 25 days; for this information Iam indebted to the kindness of Arthur Neame, Esquire, a resi- 
dent planter, who regularly forwards the returns of rainfall. The least fall during the year was at Roma, where 
but 21°41 inches fell on 59 days. 

The coast stations receive most rain, and have it distributed over many days. At Sandy Cape rain fell on 
146 days, although the quantity was limited to 56 inches. The winds from east to south almost invariably carry 
rain with them ; the winds from north to west bring dry weather. 

In arranging the general table of rainfall of the colony (Table VIII.) a new system has been adopted. The 
stations are now grouped in three distinct classes, namely :—Stations on or within ten miles of the coast ; stations 
exceeding ten miles from the coast, but lying eastward of the coast range ; and stations extending from the coast 
range inland. By this arrangement it is believed a more correct knowledge of the locality, period, and quantity of 
rainfall will be obtained. To complete this table over 14,000 separate observations have been taken. 
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New rain stations continue to be established, and observations taken in regions which, until lately, were 
' known only to the explorer. The station at Fairlie Plains, over 500 miles from the coast, in lat. 27° 9’, long. 146°, 
is 150 miles further inland than any other observing station. 


The Government Meteorological Observer at the Mauritius, Dr. Meldrum, has lately written a most 
interesting report on the Periodicity of Rainfall in the Indian and Pacific Oceans, for which he has relied upon and 
quoted as the basis of the results he has arrived at, the rainfall observations taken in Brisbane, Adelaide, and the 
Mauritius, and thereon has propounded a theory which has enlisted the attention of many scientific men. 

Rainfall observations are now taken at the following places, viz.:—Banana, Beenleigh (Windaroo), Blooms- 
bury, Bowen, Brisbane, Caamboon, Cabulture, Cape Moreton, Cardwell, Cashmere, Charleville, Clermont, Cleveland, 
Condamine, Craven, Creen Creek, Dalby, Durah, Enoggera Reservoir, Gayndah, Georgetown (Ethridge River), 
Fairlie Plains, Gilbert River, Gladstone, Goodna, Gympie, Helidon, Herbert River, Ipswich, Junction Creek, 
Keppel Bay, Kimberley, Lytton, Mackay, Marlborough, Maryborough, Nebo, Normanton, Ravenswood, Rockhamp- 
ton, Roma, Sandy Cape, Springsure (Rainworth), St. Helena, St. Lawrence, Stanthorpe, Taroom, Toowoomba, 
Townsville, Vale of Herbert, Valley of Lagoons, Warwick, Waterview, Westwood, Woody Island. Monthly 
returns, showing the total amount of rain, the number of wet days, as well as the maximum fall in twenty-four 
hours, and date of same, are published in the Government Gazette. Table VIII. shows the monthly rainfall and 
number of wet days at thirty-nine stations, as well as the total results for the year. New stations have been 
established towards the interior, and extend at present to Fairlie Plains ; and it is hoped to carry them out as far 
as communication can be regularly preserved. 


All the summaries issued from this Observatory continue to be forwarded to the principal Meteorological 
Observatories throughout the world, and, in return, numerous and valuable papers on Meteorological and other 
scientific subjects, are received. 

The instruments at the various stations continue to be in good order, and, with few exceptions, work very 
satisfactorily.
